“The Economic and Employment Im- 
pacts of Climate-Related Technology 
Investments,” says that Alberta has 
earmarked over $6 billion dollars for 


| investment in climate-technologies, 


which is more than the rest of the 
country combined. This investment 
is expected to create over 50,000 per- 
son years of employment (or “jobs,” if 
you don't speak rhetoric). 

However, the report estimates 
that the total cost of carbon-capture 
projects in Alberta — with projected 
greenhouse gas reductions in the area 
of 25 million tonnes a year — will “be 
in excess of $4.6 billion, although 
project cost details are not public.” Of 
that, nearly $2 billion comes from the 
Alberta government. 

“Things like carbon capture and stor- 
age would not be considered a green 
job,” Hudema says. “Even though you 
could argue that it reduces pollution, it 
keeps us locked into a fossil-fuel based 
economy and doesn’t push for long- 
term solutions that we need.’ 

Sheryle Carlson, associate direc- 
tor of Sierra Club Prairie, agrees that 
carbon capture is a gross misuse of 
climate-related funds. 

“Why are we putting $2 billion dol- 
lars towards a carbon capture and 
storage program when that money 
could be going towards renewable en- 
ergy?” Carlson asks. 

Renewable energy is seen as the 
most important area, both environ- 
mentally and economically. The green 
jobs report estimates that if Alberta 
were to invest in solar and wind pow- 
er, up to 100,000 jobs could be created 
over the long term. Besides, Alberta is 
the sunniest province in all of Canada, 
not to mention the wind potential in 
the southern corridor. 

It may seem unrealistic to expect 
oil-rich Alberta to promote wind and 
solar energy, but Carlson is inspired 
by countries like Germany, which 
employs 90,000 people in their solar 
manufacturing and installation sec- 
tor (a number expected to grow to 
250,000 by 2020). Closer to home,

“We wouldn't expect this to happen 
overnight, although it’s remarkable 
how fast it can occur,” Carlson says 
“In Ontario, five years ago, people in 
the industry and the non-profit en 
vironmental movement didn’t think 
anything like the green energy act 
was possible. And yet, in five years, it 
happened. It took coalitions, research 
lobbying and just the right people at 
the right time in government.” 

Among other measures, Ontario 
has introduced feed-in tariffs — guar- 
anteed long-term rates for renewable 
energy producers — as an incentive 
for producing green energy. Feed-in 
tariffs are used in dozens of countries 
worldwide as a means for, promoting 
renewable energy. Denmark, for ex- 
ample, has used the tariffs to bring 
wind generated electricity up to 22 
per cent of its total (compared to all 
renewable energy accounting for only 
seven to nine per cent of total energy 
in Alberta). 


However, 





Alberta. isn’t consider- 
ing feed-in tariffs, explained Alberta 
Energy spokesperson Janice Tuff, be- 
cause it wouldn't work in our open, 
producer driven energy market. 

“Having a feed-in tariff goes against 
that, by giving money to one producer 
and not to another,” Tuff says. 

Carlson admits that a lot of minds 
need to be changed before a green 
economy is possible. 

“The fossil fuel industry has benefit- 
ed Albertans for such a long time that 
making that switch over just doesn't 
seem realistic,” she says. “It’s a system 
that's been going on for so long that 
people don't know any other way.” 

However, Hudema feels that with 
the economic possibilities of a green 
switch, the government is running out 
of excuses not to go green. 

“The province could have the ability 
overnight to really change the direc- 
tion of how we get our energy, of how 
we build our economy,” he says. “A big 
part of that is just by stopping funding 
some of the problems and start fund- 
ing some of the solutions that our 
planet needs to see and our communi- 
ties need to see.”

Acquaintances ue made the case, 
one not without merit, that dining 
spaces striving for elegance are not 
my natural purlieu. When I protest, 
one of them points to an instance 
where an upscale meal in tony sur- 





roundings was disrupted by me ex- 
claiming, rather overloudly, “Rubber 
vagina!” while the accompanying 
eesticulations rained red wine over 
myself and my adjacent dining com- 
panion. Though I can't deny this 
incident ever happened, I think the 
dimensions of the faux pas have be- 
come exaggerated with the passage 
of time. Anyhow, it wasn’t that much 
red wine and the reference to injec- 
tion-molded latex genitalia was en- 
tirely germane to the conversation. 
Keen to prove I could make it 
through a nice meal without shouting 
objectionable phrases or upending 
goblets, I made a reservation for four 
at Gini’s, an unassuming purveyor 
of fine French cuisine situated, as so 
many of our town’s fine dining expe- 


riences are, in a strip mall. For years 
I drove past its weathered burgundy 
awning thinking it was another drab,

hole-in-the-wall resto-pub, prob- 
ably cranking out wings, riblets and 
pizza, until I saw it described some- 
where as one of Edmonton's hidden 
culinary gems. Here was a chance to 
clear my good name. 

That's not to say | wasn’t some- 
what daunted by the prospect of 
concealing my lack of social graces 
and abundance of coarse appetites. 
But at least Gini’s isn’t dauntingly 
fancy inside. Rather, it's tasteful 
in the manner of my mom’s living 
room (into which I’m not generally 
allowed to set foot)—a tidy, muted 
pastel atmosphere with tasteful wall 
adornments, open yet intimate, with 
a gentle soundtrack of top 19th-cen- 
tury hits tinkling in the background. 
Nor was the service of a seamless- 
yet-haughty variety. Our personable 
attendant seemed a little harried 
at first, what with an entire dining 
room to wait on single-handedly, but 
he grew increasingly personable as 
the evening wore on and saw to our 
needs promptly, if not invisibly. 

He didn’t make the best gin mar- 
tini, having channeled some of his 
nervous energy into shaking the 
hell out of it and unduly watering 
it down, but those in my group who 
could bring themselves to ask for a

about its fruity sweetness and dry 
finish. Cocktails gave us time to sur- 
vey the menu and negotiate a uni- 
form approach. We agreed that the 
table d’hote five-course meal ($55/ 
person) seemed like the best way to 
try out every phase of the menu and 
had no problem with the correspond-

ing selection of entrees: lamb, bison 
and halibut. Before that, though, 
we'd be treated to our choice of wild 
mushroom soup or mussels, a spin- 
ach salad with smoked salmon and 
strawberries, a dish of lemon sorbet 
to cleanse the palate in advance of 
the main course, and pecan flan or 
strawberries Romanoff for dessert. 

One of my co-diners, the one who 
hates mushrooms and bivalves, ne- 
gotiated herself a bowl of the tradi- 
tional soup de poissons that’s on the 
regular menu. And while it’s true that 
the cream of wild mushroom soup 
was velvety and rich with the earthy 
flavour of mushrooms, her bowl of 
toothsome (shrimp, 
scallop, whitefish) in tomato broth 
flavoured with anise was the envy of 
the rest of the table. 

Simple but high-quality ingredi- 
ents made the spinach salad in vin- 


sea-morsels 


aigrette topped with ripe strawber- 
ries and smoked salmon enjoyable, 
and the ensuing tart lemon sorbet 
was supposed to expunge from our 
palates to make way for the main 
event. One co-diner noted how 
much he liked having a dessert right 


in the middle of the meal. The table 
was split evenly between lamb- and 
bison-eaters, though we all enjoyed 
the same sides — shoots of al dente 
asparagus, sweet spears of red pep- 
per and buttery parsnip puree. Both 
mains were served in their own in- 
tensely savoury reductions — the 
lamb was imbued with rosemary and 
garlic, while the bison medallions’ 
demiglace was spiked with zesty pep- 
percorns. Availing myself of my co- 
diner’s main, I found myself in the 
rare position of coveting her pink n’ 
tender lollipops of lamb, as my bison 
was just a touch overdone, easy to do 
with such finicky, low-fat flesh. The 
other diner who ordered bison had 
no such problem with his portion, 
though he also tried to horn in on his 
mate's order of lamb too. 

If it weren't part of the deal, I may 
not have opted for dessert now that | 
had four courses literally under my 
belt. But I had lasted that long being 
civil, | thought I might as well ride it 
out and see if I could redeem myself 
totally. 

The strawberries Romanoff, served 
with vanilla ice cream, whipped 
cream and a dash of Grand Marnier 
went down easily enough; the pecan 
flan, which featured the titular nut 
immured in a buttery caramel fill- 
ing atop a crumbly crust, was rather 
more substantial and worth the ef- 
fort to cram it in on top of everything 
else. 

The final tally for an evening of 
gracious living was a definitely of 
magnitude, but 
there was no question among the 
four of us that we'd been treated to 
a meal of special-occasion quality 
More to the point, I'd gotten through 
the meal without embarrassing my- 
self or anyone in my near proximity. 
And you can’t put a price on that.

THE SAD SAGA OF OMAR KHADR 





Once again, the Harper government has 
been ordered to do something about the 
Omar Khadr case. If their track record is 
any indication, the federal government will 
again do nothing. 

The federal government has dodged 
the Khadr case for so long now, It’s entirely 
possible that their strategy has been to 
stonewall the issue until the public simply 
forgets about it. But we should not forget 
that a Canadian-born man is languishing in 
aUS. jail in Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, since 
2002, when he was just 15 years old, 

Khadr, who is now 23, is accused of killing 
a U.S. soldier in an Afghanistan firefight in 
2002. He had been brought to Afghanistan 
by his parents, notoriously known as the 
first family of terrorism in Canada. Gravely 
injured in the fight, Khadr barely survived 
hisinjuries. 

For reasons known only to them, the 
U.S. has decided to pursue the case against 
Khadr, despite the fact that he was a child 
at the time, clearly under the sway of his 
diabolical parents. As well, the U.S. has 
never fully explained how one combatant 


— in this case, Khadr — can be accused of 
committing a war crime, while the other — in 
this case, the American soldiers — are not. 

This week, a Federal Court of Canada 
judge gave the government seven days to 
come up with a list of remedies to its breach 
of Khadr's constitutional rights; Khadr 
endured seven hours of interrogation by 
Canadian authorities, which the American 
authorities plan to use against him. The 
Supreme Court in January told Ottawa to 
right the wrongs inflicted upon Khadr, but 
the Harper government's request to have 
some information excluded were so weak, 
the U.S. simply ignored them. 





Clearly, the Harper government just wants | 


the Omar Khadr problem to go away. Khadr 
is the last Western national in Guantanamo; 


all the others have been repatriated by their | 


native countries. Despite the fact that Khadr 
was a child soldier at the time, and has had 
his rights as a Canadian citizen violated by 
his own government, the Harper govern- 
ment refuses to do the right thing and bring 
Khadr home. Harper's handling of the Khadr 
case is a national disgrace. 





THE CITY ISSUE THAT WON'T GO AWAY 





The City Centre Airport controversy is the 
zombie issue of Edmonton politics. It just 
won't die. 

Supporters of the doomed airport, a 
group of monied businesspeople who are 
calling themselves Envision Edmonton, 
have launched a campaign to get 80,000 
signatures on a petition to force a plebiscite 
on the closure to appear on the November 
civic election ballot. They've launched a 
slick website — demandthevote.ca — and 
they've got the money to make some noise. 
According to a well-researched article by 


blogger-about-town Mack D. Male (www. 
blog.mastermag.ca), the group is budgeting 
$500,000. That's enough coin to make 
some serious noise. 

Council made the right decision in voting 
in favour of a staged closure of the airport. 
The issue has been examined from every 
possible angle. Closing the airport will open 
up a huge swath of land near downtown 
Edmonton that could change the face of 
this city. The pro-airport arguments have 
been refuted one-by-one. The airport is 
better off gone.

And to think I was planning to 
spend the summer getting drunk in 
my backyard. 

My favourite summer festival re- 


mains the jazzfest, whatever name it 
happens to go by, as a testament to 
| the will of the city’s jazz-loving com- 
munity to keep celebrating that mu- 
sic and sustaining a summer show- 
case for it against some pretty long 
odds. That Calgary pulled the plug 


| | on their 2010 festival at the eleventh 


hour is an echo of Edmonton's previ- 
ous woes and the ongoing challenge 
of trying to bring Albertans the jazz 
they deserve. 

That the folks behind the current 
Edmonton International Jazz Fest 
had just six weeks to pull together the 
2005 festival after Jazz City organiz- 
ers announced the show couldn't go 
on merely exemplifies the sheer de- 
termination to make sure jazz does 
not go unrepresented in the caval- 
cade of arts festivals that clog our 
summer calendars. 

The music is, of course, its own 
thing. My first Edmonton summer 
jazz festival gig was the late saxo- 
phonist Michael Brecker with guitar- 
ist Mike Stern and a young-hotshot 
rhythm section. A friend at high 
school was convinced I’d enjoy it 
and, though I balked at Brecker's use 
of an ultra-queefy-sounding elec- 
tronic wind instrument (“ewi”) and 
the excessively genteel fusion orien- 
tation of the concert, I was certainly 
captivated by the spirit of collective 
musical performance among play- 
ers of a calibre the likes of which I'd 
never seen. 

In subsequent years, things only 
got better — real jazz royalty like Mc- 
Coy Tyner, Roy Haynes and Jackie 
McLean that formed a living link 
to the music’s revolutionizers; new- 
fangled geniuses like Brad Mehldau 
and Medeski, Martin and Wood; my 
first taste of European weirdoes like 
the ICP Orchestra, Available Jelly 
and Evan Parker, and an astonishing 
procession of gifted Alberta artists 
in opening slots, small rooms and 
after-hours sessions around town. 
Night after night, show after show, 
I couldn't believe my luck that these

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artists were available locally for my 
musical edification. 

I got that feeling all over again sit- 
ting in the Yardbird last Friday night 
waiting for Tomasz Stanko to lead his 
group onto the snug stage for their 
second performance of the evening. 
The club’s recent facelift, unveiled 
last spring, still catches me by sur- 
prise, even though the muzzy, can- 
dle-lit coziness of the place survived 
an increase in spaciousness, But now 
you don’t walk from the bottleneck at 
the ticket counter smack into the bar 
line-up, for instance.

Edmonton 
jazz fans come by their unseemly ex- 
citement most honestly. 

Maybe it seems a bit tardy to go en- 
dorsing the Edmonton International 
Jazz Fest the week after it happens, 
but if you missed out you'll be glad 
to know that great jazz is still a year- 
round occurrence in this town. And 
if takes a festival atmosphere to get 
you off your big ass and into a club, 
the Yardbird Jazz Festival comes 
around in November to ease you into 
seasonal affective disorder season.

pressure on new moms from all 
fronts. Maintaining the kind of life 
you want for yourself and your fam- 
ily can seem impossible at times. 
One of the first big parental deci- 
sions my partner and made was buy- 
ing a condo downtown. We’re com- 
mitted urbanites, living without a car 
and an eye on our carbon footprint.

for a while at a coffee shop or in the 
food court. He studies the crowd, his 
little brain absorbing everything he 
sees. Then he breaks out a toothless 
smile that would charm the socks off 
Mr. Burns.

There’s 
about 10 of us with babies under a 
year, and a couple hours of adult 
conversation with these fabulously 
supportive women sets up me for 
whatever challenges the week may 
hold, because it’s not all smiles and 
dimples and fun trips to the market.

McCauley neighbourhood, which 
just lost their school, has 156 under 
nine. Parkdale, has 242 kids under 
nine, and they've lost their school as 
well. 

As those schools were closed, I had 
to ask myself if we'd made the right 
choice in moving to a central neigh- 
bourhood. Who will Ethan play with 
when he's older? Would McDougall 
school close too? 

There are also environmental draw- 
backs to our choice. In older condos 
like ours you have less control over 
features such as the kind of washing 
machine you're using, the kind of 
cleaners used in the hall ways, and 
the upkeep on windows. 

Six-months into this odyssey, I’m 
no expert. There are days, I won't lie, 
when I long for the simplicity of leav- 
ing for work in the morning. When 
dealing with deadlines and sources 
seems like treat. 

But that passes. As I strap Ethan 
into his stroller for a trip around the 
neigbourhood, and he flashes me an- 
other one of his big toothless smiles, 
I’m not second-guessing anything.

other systems of the body can also 
be negatively affected. 

As with all disease and especially 
arthritic conditions, the best preven- 
tion is establishing and maintaining 
an alkaline internal environment 
by consuming plenty of alkaline- 
forming foods, especially raw, green 
vegetables. 

For those that are already strug- 
gling with arthritic conditions, there 
are some crucial recommendations 
that ought to be heeded to help alle- 
viate some of the suffering. 

Avoid all arthritis triggers includ- 
ing vegetables from the nightshade 
family (peppers, eggplant, tomatoes

Pineapple contains an enzyme 
called bromelain that is an excellent 
anti-inflammatory. Be mindful that 
canning and freezing will destroy 
this enzyme. 

Consume enough fibre. Dietary 
fibre helps the body to absorb water

and removes toxins. Adults should 
consume 30 to 35 grams of fibre

Consider embarking on an elimi- 
nation diet to rule out the possibility 
of any food allergies or sensitivities 
that may be exacerbating your ar- 
thritic symptoms. 

Consider embarking on a cleanse 
program that will help to excavate 
toxins and support all the systems 
of the body, especially the digestive 
system, to function most optimally 
Please consult an expert before em- 
barking on a cleanse or an elimina- 
tion diet 

Cayenne has historically been ap- 
plied to painful joints that area result 






of arthritic conditions. You can mix 
cayenne powder with wintergreen oil 
and apply it to affected areas, or seek 
topical creams that contain cayenne, 
also frequently listed as capsicum. 
The application of cayenne may 
sting at first — hang in there, it will 
provide some relief. 

Other herbs that have been applied 
to instances of arthritis melude:ral- 
falfa (please refer to my June 24, 
2010 column); celery seed, cat's claw, 
stinging nettle, oregano, rosemary, 
turmeric and willow.

But from 
what I witnessed it seems that the 
level of aggression has been on the 
rise lately. 

Throughout the evening | experi- 
enced various confrontations which 
made me realize I was playing with 
fire...instead of ashtrays. I witnessed 
constant threats, fights and even 
came close to being attacked myself 
as oné individual almost assaulted 
my group.

However, the real pinnacle of the 


evening was the stabbing that oc- 
curred right in front of me. I didn't 
see the assailant but I did see the 
victim — a young man — stumbling 
about holding his stomach; he tapped 
a police officer on the arm and the of 
ficer responded in anger thinking the 
victim was just another drunken “cop 
heckler” on the avenue. But when the 
young man responded “Hey officer, I 
need your help I was just stabbed,” 
the officer's face looked as shocked 
as | imagine mine was. Sure enough 
I looked down and the victim’s hands 
were covered in blood as he tried to 
cover the wound on his stomach 
Although that was the first stab 
wound I’ve ever seen, the most 
shocking aspect of the whole ordeal 
was when a group of spectators were 
actually laughing about the incident 
yelling “you got shanked ha ha.” Al- 
though the individual survived, this 
was just days after the earlier stab- 
bing that resulted in a fatality.

better known for “showcasing live 
music and localized talent, it could 
hopefully combat the more common 
and negative purposes for being in 
the area.” 

In a sense, “the culture changes 
from being a weekly event of just an- 
other place to party and instead could 
become known as an atmosphere to 
consume great music.” Bird was also 
quick to point out that if the SOS 
becomes successful in its goals, the 
result wouldn't just be a cultural im- 
provement: “If Whyte Avenue be- 
comes marketed as a place where up- 
and-coming musicians are always

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Turning Smokers Into ‘Bad’ People Does No Good 


YES, SMOKING SUCKS. BUT DO 
WE HAVE TO TREAT SMOKING 
ADULTS LIKE CHILDREN, OR 
EVEN CRIMINALS?

While I was at work the other morn- 
ing, I heard a matronly woman won- 
dering with supreme condescension, 

“who smokes in 2010?” This got me 
thinking about a couple of things: 
who indeed? And why was this 
woman speaking in such a sneering 
fashion? 

The identity of smokers these 
days, I suspect, is quite simple: the 
people who like it! After all, every- 
oné’s now aware of the health risks, 
and of how addictive nicotine is — so 
that's no longer an excuse, especially 
for anybody who started after 1964 
(the year the U.S. Surgeon General's 


Report on Smoking and Health was 
released), With an endless barrage of 
prescription drugs, twelve-step pro- 
grams, government regulations and 
nagging family members, you'd re- 
ally have to like it to keep at it. 

The disdain in which smoking, and 
smokers are held is much more com- 
plex. This is particularly important, 
though, because the altogether nega- 
tive perception of tobacco has led to 
sort of social constipation. We have 
holier-than-thou anti-smokers who 
have lobbied governments, who have 
in turn passed poor legislation, and 
the entire spectacle has infringed on 
the rights of adult Canadians to live 
as they please. 

The root of this lies in the piéce de 
résistance of the Canadian tobacco 
control strategy: denormalization. 
This tactic, endorsed wholeheartedly 
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by lobbyists such as the Non-Smok- 
ers’ Rights Association, is exactly as 
named — it attaches a strong nega- 
tive stigma to a particular person, 
behaviour or institution. In the case 
of smoking, this aims to make the in- 
dustry appear evil (as if it needs any 
help), and smoking as bad. 

The problem is that it also makes 
smokers “bad.” Public schools tell 
kids smoking is “gross,” and consis- 
tently reinforce how “stupid” smok- 
ing is. Of course, the unspoken mes- 
sage is that smokers must also be 
gross and stupid, and so you smoke, 
then you'll be gross and stupid. 

We never seem to question whether 
or not this is a good thing, but having 
family members that smoked, I re- 
member it being an intellectual strain 
for my 10-year-old self to reconcile 
what my teachers said, with the du 
Maurier king size that often dangled 
from my uncle's hand — who, for the 
record, has his Ph.D. These messag- 
es aren't harmless, and this shouldn't 
be the way that we teach our kids 
about harmful activities. 

Furthermore, this “education” 
obviously doesn't work. It creates a 
forbidden fruit of growing up, which 
is dangerously seductive. If you want 
to be badass what better way to do it 
than with a cigarette? If we trust the 


numbers coming from anti-smoking 
lobbyists, then we know that youth 
smoking is on the rise, even in the 
face of aggressive campaigns. 

Kids aside (because I can't defend 
kids smoking) we also need to con- 
sider what this does to adults, who 
are quite capable of making their 
own choices in life: Take smoking 
bans, the most obvious example of 


threatening hand of government. 
These turn a once socially acceptable 
adult activity, such as having a cigar 
after dinner, into a huddle of shiver- 
ing, pathetic addicts standing out- 
side in the snow. And in Edmonton, 
make sure you're five meters from 
the door. If you’re on Whyte Avenue, 
that means stepping out into traffic 
to meet that law. 

Somehow, in the last twenty years, 
governments and busybodies have 
seen to it that we aren't able to make 
our own decisions about tobacco. A 
smoker may once have excused her- 
self outdoors for a cigarette. This is 
now government mandated and po- 
liced by officers, who, quite frankly, 
have better things to be attending to. 

This decline in respect has had 
other sad consequences as well. 
Smokers are the only group that still 
pays for their health care (around 


* senting and informed adults. » 
the simultaneously coddling and = 


$7 billion dollars annually), which 
perverts the intent of care regardless 
of financial circumstance. This taxa- 
tion is also highly regressive, dispro- 
portionately impacting low-income 
families. This is social engineering, 
plain and simple, with your money, 
your health, and your kids, used as a 
tool to manage the behaviour of con- 





Finally, if you support these 1 mea- 
sures, ask yourselves how far this 
can be taken. Obesity costs our 
health system a lot of money, some 
people (for whatever bizarre reason) 
find it offensive, and government is 
already considering a system of taxa- 
tion to cope. This sort of stigmatiza- 
tion is obviously unacceptable in this 
instance, and anti-smoking regula- 
tions aren't acceptable either. 

So, ladies and gentlemen, I ask you 
to consider this. And while you do ~ 
that, pour a drink, light up, and eat 
something deep-fried, because it’s 
only a matter of time before some 
who dislikes what you find fun finds 
a way to have it outlawed. Even you 
runners require expensive sur- 
gery...hey! Why should I have to pay 
for that!? }

said the Edmonton native, born Rol- 
lie Pemberton, who will reciprocate 
some of those rhythmic ideas at his 
SOS Festival performance. “We give 
all this credit to good songwriters, 
but I think they're more like filters... 


| Music's a long connected thread of 


ideas that everyone's capable of tap- 
ping into, as long as they have the 


| right prior knowledge.” 


He first started honing his own 


| harmonic intellect at the age of 13 
| before firing rhymes at his high 
| school graduation, and toying with

turntables in his downtime to build 
some of the beats that backed the 
tracks of his early mix tapes. He 
dropped that first batch of songs, 
titled Cadence Weapon is the Black 
Hand, in his freshman year, between 
college classes devoted to a far differ- 
ent writing craft 

“T went to journalism school in Vir- 
ginia for a bit, but I dropped out to 
put out rap records,” he said, adding 
he was afraid that if he didn’t, anoth- 
er MC might beat him to the punch. 





“T’ve always seen journalism as more 
analytical (than writing music). But 
good journalism is about the sub- 
ject, not the writer, the story stands 
on its own and it’s enough without 
embellishment or flowery prose. It’s 
definitely two different sides of the 
brain.” 

Yet he hopes to visit all corners of 
his mind while recording Roquentin 
— forgoing the house beats of his ear- 
lier albums for a live band, singing as 
many verses as he raps, and round- 


ing out those lyrics by reaching for 
richer inspiration. A key muse for

Getting the boys of Edmonton thrash 
band Tarantuja together for an inter- 
view wasn’t exactly hard: with the 
exception of bassist Pat Miller, they 
all live in the same house. Drummer 
Byron Kerkhoff, and singers/gui- 
tarists James Guiltner and Thomas 
Lubinsky-Mast share their two-story 
space with four other people, four fe- 
line friends and a big, sweet, rowdy 
dog. 

But living in an ultra-crowded me- 
Nagerie is not without its benefits, 
quips bee ye -Mast:“It makes j Lit 
ming easy.” 

A quick spin of the band’s killer 
debut album, Do Not Recuscitate, 
shows it has paid off. Recorded last 
fall at The Factory Studios in Van- 
Couver, ten aggressive, adrenalized

heroes The Franklins, weaving back 
and forth over the line between punk 
and metal. 

Tarantuja’s whirlwind trip west to 
work with Juno Award-winning en- 
gineer Rob Shallcross was master- 
minded by Unrest Records, the local 
label behind both the band’s new re- 
lease and Unrest Fest, the highlight 
of punk rockers’ past few Edmonton 
summers. 

“They blindfolded us and wouldn't 
tell us where we were going,” Lubin- 
sky-Mast jokes. “Woke up in Van- 
couver, had three days to record ten

songs. It was awesome.” 

It might sound like a tight schedule 
but a couple 12-hour studio days was 
all Tarantuja, who've been together 
since high school, really needed. “We 
had our jams on lock so we pretty 
much just went in and busted them 
out a bunch of times. We aced it,” 
says Lubinsky-Mast. 

A part of Unrest’s roster since 
2009, Tarantuja’s youth and enthu- 
siasm helped in getting on the label, 
explains Lubinsky-Mast. Persistence 
didn’t hurt, either. 

“Unrest had a bit of a curse where 
it was like, all the bands that were

On the title track, the 
sisters get reflective: “Inside | feel like I'm crying beside a tree / I'm watching myself like an 
old TV." Melancholy suits them well, but Grey Oceans isn't just rain on parades. “Lemmon- 
ade” picks the mood back up with memories of the best parts of every summer: “Stood and watched the summer corn grow / ate ice 
cream in a desert dream.” CocoRosie could be the best part of your summer.

Andrew Downing's new album Silents is actually two soundtracks he composed for silent films: 1904's 
Impossible Voyage and The Cabinet of Dr. Caligari from 1920. Jazz, bluegrass, Klezmer and Arabic music, 
Downing has done it all as musician, and it comes together in this album for a riotous trip across the silver 
screen. These crazy, fantastical stories find their perfect match in Downing's imaginative soundtracks. On 
“Train Trip,” | quickly found myself aboard a huffing steam engine with a rag-tag group of Jules Verne-esque characters, traversing the 
Swiss Alps en route to the sun. “Inside the Booth” descends from jazzy lullaby into the madness of Dr. Caligari’s cabinet. This Is by far 
the most enticing and exciting insane asylum I've ever heard. Downing doesn't need silent pictures to tell these stories, he’s got brilliant 
sound instead.

Chanting lyrics mindlessly as though he were Ash Williams attempting to resurrect the Evil Dead, Max 
Cavalera rampages through “Bloodbath & Beyond” without a hint of irony. Of course, as Soulfly has never 
been a band known for subtlety, there is something disarmingly charming about their reliability, not en- 
tirely dissimilar from a warm gasoline enema. While Omen does an admirable job attempting to distance 
the band from the bland chugging of “Jumpdafuckup,” “Rise of the Fallen" plunges Soulfly straight into Primitive territory. An oft poorly 
composed mess, the record couples some of the best riffs of their career with some of the worst ideas ever put to tape, somehow man- 
aging to maintain a meatheaded sincerity lacking from the Linkin Parks of the world. So, despite Omen not being the return-to-form 
that most Sepultura fans were hoping for, it’s much closer to Morbid Visions than anything Soulfly has put out in the past 12 years.

Lessons From the Late Night is Hunter Valentine's follow up to 2006's The Impatient Romantic. Through- 
out, singer/guitarist Kiyomi McCloskey reminds everyone she can still wail like a banshee, seething with 
punky vengeance. Her screams on “The Stalker" are reminiscent of early Joan Jett with light, frisky power 
chords. The album starts out catchy, but burns rubber for a few tracks, and by track four, “Scarface,” the 
power-chord-banging routine feels predictable. Luckily, there is sonorous salvation in the carving, aggressive rhythms of “Barbara Jean.” 
Its low-fi punk aggression does a good job of breaking up the dynamic. But the shake up feels a little drastic when its feed-back filled 
chords fade to the xylophone-accompanied, romantic plea, “She only loves me when she’s wasted.” Still, the diversity pays off and 
Hunter Valentine's fun, buoyant, punk style comes together into a bundle of distinct, if perhaps occasionally insubstantial, sonic delights.

7" ina 1946 George Orwell essay on

Since joining forces with Unrest, 
Tarantuja has done two successful 
tours, the most recent of which cul- 
minated in Los Angeles with a pair 
of shows opening for hardcore leg- 
ends Poison Idea. 

“The first one was this private 
party,” Lubinsky-Mast recounts. “It 
was this crazy building called the 
Monolith. Both of the lots beside it 
are owned by Hollywood and they 
keep their set trees there; in the mid- 
dle there’s this giant lot with a crazy 
warehouse. 

“We drove all night. We got there 
early in the morning, went to bed, 
and we woke up and there were like 
80 Mexicans outside working on the 
electrical, putting up a fence. They 
didn't even have electricity yet and 
by night they had a show there.” 

It can only happen on tour - and 
with Do Not Resuscitate finally out 
of the nest, Tarantuja is about due for 
some more ridiculous experiences: 
tentative travel plans for later this 
year and early next are in the works. 

But in the meantime there’s some 
business at home to take care of, says 
Kerkhoff: “Buy a bigger house and 
get more cats.”

Real Shocks On Horror Set 


LOCAL FILM OVERCOMES 
ADVERSITY AND GROUP 
ELECTROCUTION

Editor's Note: John Klappstein’s in- 
dependent horror film The Corrupted 
will have its Edmonton premiere on 
July 9th at Cinema City Movies 12 in 
Clairview, at 7PM. What follows is a 
first-person account of its tempestu- 
ous genesis. 


It was nearly 3 AM, and the forest 
was eerily lit with an industrial-grade 
light plant. Cast and crew were bus- 
tling about, preparing for an action 
scene, when a light drizzle began. 
Black clouds began crossing the lake 
behind us. We were 14 hours into 
another long day of shooting, and 
the hour and a half of setup in the 
middle of nowhere would be lost if 
we decided to pack up because of in- 
clement weather. So we pushed on 
even as the rain began its staccato on 
the dirt floor. 

“Tt adds to the effect,” someone 
said. We had done a few dry rehears- 
als of the coming scene, and finally 
were ready to shoot. Thunder rum- 
bled in the distance — a poetic touch 
for a horror production. 

I advanced towards the camera 
man, “action” hanging on my lips. 
Then the lightning struck. Kalon 
McClarty, our director of photog- 
raphy, was hit. It was a moment of 
obliterated senses: at first too much 
light and sound, and then in the 
hollow absence, darkness, fear, and 
frantic running. 

By the time my senses had reboot- 
ed it was clear that something nearly 
terrible had happened. Kalon pitched 
sixty thousand dollars worth of cam- 
era equipment into the ground like 
it was red hot. He became rigid and 
ike some B-movie robot began a 
panicked run on Popsicle stick legs 
toward the cabin, shouting that he’d 
been struck by lightning: “I just got 
it by fucking lightning!” Following 
him was the camera assistant and 
the boom operator. All three of them 
nad been connected by the audio 
wire leading from the camera to the 
oom mic. 

The remaining cast and crew 
sprinted to the safety of the cabin. 
Eyes inside were wild; crying and 
shouting and thunder blending into 
something nicely Gothic. In the main 
room, people were drinking vodka 
from the bottle.

And then I remembered how all 
Started, eight months before in an 
Italian restaurant off a side street in 
Manhattan. Knighten Richman and

finished presenting our last project, 
we were already throwing around 


ideas for the next one. By the time we 
left New York, we had the skeleton 
of a project and a working title: “The 
Cabin”. It was to be a co-written, co- 
directed venture by the two of us 

After spending months writing 
and polishing a script — which in- 
volved a lot of pacing back and forth 
and, in Knighten’s case, a lot of filled 
ashtrays — we decided it was time to 
find help to make the 12 point Cou- 
rier print a reality. 

Jason Knighten’s 
long-time friend, jumped at the op- 
portunity to produce the film. That 
was when the real work started. Like 


Thompson, 


any indie movie, to bolster a smaller 
budget we needed three things: free 
stuff, free time, and lots of ingenuity. 
We had to cold-call, cajole, and ca- 
noodle in order to get what we need- 
ed. Thankfully, something Jason was 
very proficient at. 

Fast forward to August, and there 
we were: sheltering from an electrical 
storm in a donated cabin on donated 
land, with an underpaid crew dol- 


ing out shots of vodka, illuminating 
scared actors with donated lights, 

After all that sacrifice and hard- 
ship, I knew that if a lightning strike 
couldn't stop us, then nothing could. 
We completed the shoot over a hell- 
ish 15 days. 

By the end of it, we were a bunch 
of scrambled eggs. But no matter 
how dire the circumstances, the Cor- 
rupted team found a way. This must 
be the mentality of the film. If you 
can’t solve a problem with money, 
use ingenuity. If no one will give you 


money (see: government grants), | 


then go do it anyway. If you have 
to, cut out scenes, or simplify spe- 
cial FX. Limited time and resources 
guarantee compromise. So embrace 
that from the start: aim high and 
ruthlessly trim until you have the 
best movie you can make. 

This decade is the first time Holly- 


wood quality visuals are in the hands | 


of the micro budget. I for one am ex- 


cited to see the resulting, new world | 


of indie movies. I hope that The Cor- 


rupied is a step in that direction.

| detail is a clear assertion by Bitton, 

an award-winning documentarian 

| and a French-Israeli Jew, that the Is- 


raeli army had no business being in 


Gaza, doing what it was doing, on 


that fateful day; Rachel is likely to be 





controversial as it finds very signifi- 
cant fault with Israeli government 
policy. 

The incident inspiring and animat- 
ing the film is the death in 2003 of 
Rachel Corrie, a 22-year-old Ameri- 
can activist. While participating in 
a nonviolent protest against the de- 


struction of Palestinian homes in 
Gaza, she was run over by an Israeli 
army bulldozer. 

This is not the first documentary 
| about Rachel, and there is also a one- 
woman play, My Name Is Rachel 
Corrie. 
| However, the rigor Bitton brings to 
the project distinguishes it from the 
reams of material on this incident, 
which started an international furor 
| as it was the first time that a foreign 

peace activist had been killed in the 
| region. 

Rachel features interviews with 
| ISM activists who worked with Cor- 
| rie in Gaza, Palestinians who hosted 
| the ISM activists, the Palestinian 














man whose home Corrie was pr¢ 
tecting when she was killed by an Is 
raeli army bulldozer, Israeli soldiers 
military police investigators, Corrie’s 
college professors and parents, and 
the director of Israel's National Fo 

Center, who conducted Cor- 
rie Ss autopsy. 

Humanizing these clinical facts is 
narration of Corrie’s journal entries 
and correspondence, read by her fel 
low ISM activists, several of whom 
are featured on camera. She wrote 


often of the violent and inhumane 
conditions of life in’Gaza, and about 
her deep commitment to the people 
there 

It is difficult striking the right note 
conveying a strong message. Over- 
all, Bitton does a good job making 
her point without shouting it at us 
(thus avoiding entering the territory 
otherwise known as ‘Michael Moore 
muckraking’). Sometimes her point 
is louder than others, as during an 
Israeli TV interview with someone 
from the bulldozer who, upon being 
asked how Corrie’s death could have 
been avoided, states, “If you ask us, 
drive away and not work there.” 

Beyond the spectacle of Corrie’s 
death and martyrdom, Rachel allows 
us to meditate on the instincts that 
have propelled Corrie to near-saint- 
hood in certain circles, contrasting 
the value attached to the life of a 
North American activist compared 
to the life of a Palestinian civilian. 

Beyond simply being about the 
death of one individual, this film 
shows a face to the Israeli-Palestin- 
ian conflict that Canadians remain 
somewhat less accustomed to seeing. 
Whether one agrees with the view- 
points expressed here, it is a coura- 
geous choice on the part of Metro to 
present this to Edmontonians.

AN INTERVIEW WITH DANIEL 
ALFREDSON, DIRECTOR ©

The Girl Who Played With Fire is 
the second film adaptation from the 
best-selling Millennium trilogy writ- 


| ten by the late Swedish author Stieg 
| Larsson and the sequel to the inter- 
| national hit film, The Girl With the 


Dragon Tattoo 

Since The Girl With the Dragon 
Tattoo (also known as Men Who Hate 
Women) was published in Sweden in 
2005, the award-winning trilogy has 
become a major international sensa- 
tion with an estimated 40 million 


| copies of all of Larsson’s books sold 


worldwide. It is highly unusual for a 
posthumous work in translation to 
reach number one on The New York 
Times bestseller list. To see a post- 
humous work in translation reach 
number one around the world is un- 
precedented. 

Fire is the second film in the trilogy 
(the third is schedule to be released 
this fall). In it, Michael Nyqvist re- 
prises his role as the Millennium 
journalist and publisher, Michael 
Blomkvist, along with Noomi Ra- 
pace who again gives a commanding 
and unnerving portrayal of the enig- 
matic, troubled, genius computer 
hacker, Lisbeth Salander. 

Recently, director Daniel Alfred- 
son shared his experience working 
on the series. 

First off, he was keen to admit, “For 
getting a film made, it really helps to 
be building it on a successful novel.” 

Yet when he began work on the 
project, things were quite different. 

“Tt was pure coincidence that | read 
the manuscript of Stieg Larsson’s 


first book before it was published 
This was shortly after his death. Af- 
ter reading this first book in the tril- 
ogy, | knew that this was something 
special 

“Initially, what captivated me was 
the character of Lisbeth Salander. I 
hadn't read anything that had that 
sort of character. You can’t help be- 
ing in love with her in a way, because 
she is such a strong character. 

“My favorite scene in this movie is 
the dialog between Lisbeth and her 
father. It’s almost like a Greek drama, 
with this father that wants to kill his 
own daughter, and that daughter who 
wants to kill the father. 

“I consider Lisbeth Salander a 
contemporary fairy tale heroine and 
know that Stieg Larsson had Pippi 
Longstocking by Astrid Lindgren as 
inspiration. For our film, a key piece 
was the casting. With Noomi Rapace 
in the role of Lisbeth, the rest of the 
pieces fell into place. She succeeded 
in making Lisbeth authentic and be- 
lievable, at once super human and 
deeply human. A perfect Pippi Long- 
stocking for a Stockholm in the 21st 
century.” 

Despite the more fantastical ele- 
ments of Lisbeth’s persona, Alfred- 
son believes the character may be a 
positive role model: “I know a lady 
in the northern part of Sweden, I 
think [ read a letter from her. She 
had a very tough time and she had a 
husband that was not being very nice 
to her. In the letter, she said Lisbeth 
Salander, she made it and so | will 
try to myself. Lisbeth has been a role 
model for some people, I think. She 
stands up for herself, and for every- 
thing, and may encourage people to 
try to do something better. 


“Stieg Larsson achieved a compel 
ling combination of complete au 
thenticity and heightened realism,” 
Alfredson asserts. “The world of Mi- 
kael Blomkvist is utterly authentic. | 
have personally walked these streets 
Drunk coffee in these cafes. Admired 
the view from Fiskargatan and Sé- 
dermalm in Stockholm. For me, this 
was the challenge: how to transpose 
to cinema this realistic fairy tale. 

“We tried to stay as close as pos- 
sible to the books. In the violent 
scenes, we didn't invent anything 
Not even the erotic scene between 
Lisbeth and her girlfriend.” 

And how will fans of the first film 
“The two 
films differ from each other as much 
as the novels differ from each other: 
the first is a mystery story, and the 


feel about the second? 


second is a kind of action adven- 
ture.” 

The success of the series surprised 
Alfredson. 

“We didn’t have the faintest idea 
of this when we started out. It’s very 
rare for a Swedish film to have this 
degree of success. Swedish films can 
be successful in festivals and so on, 
getting a few prizes, but it's very rare 
for them to gain interest from so 
many countries. | think that’s thanks 
to the success of the novels. 

“When we started out, I knew the 
books had been released in some 
countries in Europe and we always 
thought this is something for Scan- 
dinavia, Germany, perhaps even 
France. But during pre-production 
the novels became enormously suc- 
cessful. The mixture between the re- 
alistic story of Ter Domvquist and the 
almost supernatural story of Lisbeth 
is the key to the story’s success.”

Shelley Switzer doesn't like to use the F- 
word, But there’s no denying that the festival 
she’s headed for the past decade is the most 
accessible and inclusive in town. 

“The community can participate and have 
a really fun and fantastic time that's filled 
with laughter and smiles,” says the artistic di- 
rector of the Edmonton International Street 
Performers Festival, or StreetFest, as it’s col- 
toquially known 

Now in its 26th year, StreetFest draws 
artists from the world over, including as far 
away as Thailand and New Zealand, all set 
to light up Churchill Square from 11:30 a.m- to 
11 p.m. nightly. 

Programming includes Kids’ World, Be 


Your Own Busker workshops, nightly Troupe 
du Jour performances, and two nights of 
ticketed Late Night Madness events for adult 
eyes only. 

A former Calgary schoolteacher and long- 
time festival volunteer who turned her sum- 
mer vacation into her dream job, Switzer 
makes it clear that StreetFest is all about 
choice. 

"It's been referred to generically as the 
last truly democratic art form, That choice 
is one of the really great beauties of the art 
form — it is important. Your smile and your 
thank-you to an artist is just as valuable as 
contributing into the hat,” she explains. “You 
decide the value after you've consumed, if 
you will, the performance.” 

That spirit of choice fosters a true festival 
environment, one where class barriers and 
other social divisions are demolished, Swit- 
Zer says. 

"| can make eye contact across a crowded 
circle show and really share a laugh with all 
the people that are watching that perfor- 
mance. Homeless people and people from 


businesses and around the square that are 
joining us, we're all sharing that laugh. Peo- 
ple who are brand new to Canada who may 
not even speak English are still sharing that 
laugh.” 

It's a welcoming atmosphere that keeps 
both patrons and performers coming back. 

Matthew Tran Wood is one of those repeat 
acts. As part of successful local dance crew 
Rhythm Speaks, he’s been involved in Street- 
Fest since 2006; they'll be performing on the 
square daily. 

It's a huge blessing to be a part of this fes- 
tival,” he says. 

Wood, aka DJ CreeAsian, is grateful to have 
been given an additional role at this year’s 
event: that of house DJ. He'll be rocking the 
Troupe du Jour performances each night. 

“It's awesome that they've given me the 
opportunity to shine like that." 

StreetFest is all about shining. That, and 
allowing yourself time to laugh, Switzer says. 

“We are such a culture of clock watching. 
This festival is a chance to drop that sched- 
ule.”

Thirty years ago, the Alberta Craft Council 





| was little more than a meagre $6000 bud- 


get and 10 founding members with the hope 
of digging out of the ghetto of almost-art 
Today, if popularity were a reliable mea- 


sure, the Alberta Craft Council's gallery rivals 
| the Art Gallery of Alberta. Membership in the 


non-profit arts organization has blossomed 


| to over 400 crafters, and exhibits - more 
| than 15 each year — routinely travel around 


the province. 
It would be easy to attribute the success 


| of the Alberta Craft Council to the rise of 


the Golden Age of Crafting. After decades of 


crafters slogging from trend to trend — the 


doily porn of Christmas craft sales, the mid- 
90's enthusiasm for decoupage and the fussy 
the last five 


years have given crafters zine, Craft 
Corner Deathmatch, and Etsy. DIY culture, as 
ethos and aesthetic, is thriving. 

But this explanation would be entirely 
wrong. Instead, the emergence of fine craft 
has taken the Alberta Craft Council into an 
entirely a different direction than living room 
decoration 

According to Joanne Hamel, gallery co- 
ordinator at the Alberta Craft Council, fine 
craft is a broad discipline which incorporates 
“anything that is clay, wood, glass, fibre and 
metal. Generally we look for the three-di- 
mensional. Some of the fabric work Is em- 
broidery done on different materials, so it’s 
two-dimensional but three dimensional at 
the same time.” 

Starting July 10, the full spectrum of fine 
craft will be on display at the Alberta Craft 
Council's main gallery space in "For the Love 
of Craft", an exhibit organized by Joanne 
Hamel and her colleagues. The exhibit cel- 
ebrates the Craft Council's 30th anniversary 
by bringing together members at all stages 
of career. 

The call for was submissions was inten- 


tionally challenging, says Hamel: “Explain to 
us why you do what you do, for the love of 
craft. What draws you to it, what's your in- 
spiration, what keeps you going? Ultimately, 
that's the root of creating any work", The 
Council chose 38 works from over 96 submis- 
sions. 

While the exhibit reminisces on the traci- 
tion of fine craft, it is unafraid to explore its 
edges. Craft makers now are as likely to come 
from fine art schools like ACAD and Em- 
ily Carr as the hobbyist tradition, For Hamel, 
craft is an ever-evolving discipline. “There 
are always new elements coming in, like ty- 
pography, clay and stencilling. The newer, 
emerging artists are pushing the boundaries 
in different directions. The quality of work is 
really amazing and that just keeps growing.” 

According to the Council “whether for a 
dedicated amateur or a celebrated profes- 
sional, the common ground is often the love 
of material and process, the love of experi- 
mentation, the love of ideas, the love of fam- 
ily or cultural expressions, the love of giving, 
the love of being appreciated, or simply the 
love of personally made objects”.
